K. of C. efforts this year, Mr. 
Rocap also noted that Indiana 
membership has attained an all- 
time high of 22,060 Knights and 
that the formation of a new coun- 
cil in this city tallies a total of 67 
councils in Hoosierdom,

President Plugs 
Federal Aid But 
Chances Dim 


Nothing Was Resolved 
At Committee Meet, 
Says Rep. McCormack 


Washington —(NC)— President 
Truman held an hour-long confer- 
ence with Congressional leaders in 
an effort to get action on Federal 
aid to education legislation, but 
it was apparent that little progress 
had been made. 


Leaving the White House, Rep. 
John W. McCormack of Massa- 
chusetts, House Majority Leader, 
summarized the conference: “We 
had a very frank exchange of 
views. Nothing was resolved and 
no decision was made.” 


As the current session of Con- 
gress moves into its last days, 
many Congressmen, Catholics as 
well as others, have taken the po- 
sition that a “cooling-off period” 
would be helpful in the school aid 
controversy. They believe that the 
chances for a fair bill will be en- 
hanced if the debate is delayed 
until the next session in January, 
when tensions between religious 
groups will have had tithe to abate. 


Some members of the House Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee are 
pushing hard for action before 
Congress adjourns. One group has 
initiated a petition asking Chair-

New York—(NC) — His Eminence Francis Cardinal 
Spellman, after consultation with Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
has issued a statement reviewing and reiterating his position 


Mrs. Roosevelt then issued a statement describing the 


Cardinal’s declaration as “a fair and clarifying statement.” 
Both documents were released to 


the public from the New York 
archdiocesan offices, 


Cardinal Spellman referred to 
the “many regrettable misunder- 
standings and misinterpretations 
over Federal aid to education.” He 
said it was an issue not of “any 
one church or any one religious 
group,” but rather an issue of 
Phan welfare of all America’s chil- 
ren,” 


The prelate declared that 
“under the Constitution” Catholics 
“do not ask nor can we expect” 
public funds in direct support of 
parochial schools. He pointed out, 
however, that the Supreme Court 
has approved the granting of “‘aux- 
iliary services,” such as bus rides, 
non-religious textbooks and health 
aids, to children in all schools, and 
it is these for which Catholics are 
asking. 

“We believe in Federal aid for 
needy States and saa py tol 
the Cardinal states. “We further 
believe that Congress should guar- 
antee, as it. did in the hool 
Lunch Act, that all children of 
whatever race, creed or color, no 
matter what schools they attend, 
will share alike in the ‘auxiliary 
services’ for which these Federal 
funds are spent in the States.” 

He rejected the so-called “com- 
promise” aspect of the Senate-ap- 
proved Thomas Federal aid bill by 
stating: “We do not think it 
should be left to each State to de- 
cide for itself whether or not to 
distribute Federal funds in a dis- 
criminatory way.” 

“We are asking Congress to do 
no more,” he said, “than to con- 
tinue, in its first general aid-to- 
education measure, the non-discri- 
minatory poucy it has followed in 
the School Lunch Act and other 
Federal laws dealing with schools 
and school children.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, in her statement, 
again disclaimed any bias against 
the Catholic Church. She said also 
that “there has been a feeling 
among many citizens that the use 
of Federal funds for ‘auxiliary 
services’ might lead to a change 
in the interpretation of the Consti- 


tution. The Cardinal’s statement 
is clear on this Constitutional 
point.” 


The text of Cardinal Spellman’s 
statement follows: 

In the midst of the great con- 
fusion and the -many regrettable 
misunderstandings and misinter- 
pretations over Federal aid to edu- 
cation which is actually not an 
issue of any one church or any one 
religious group, but an issue of the

Urges Congress 
Favor Abolition 
Of Irish Partition 


Rep. Fogarty Would Put 
Issue To Plebiscite; 
Flays British Activity

Washington—(NC)—A _ resolu. 
tion which would place the House 
of Representatives on record as fa- 
voring the abolition of partition in 
Ireland has been introduced in the 
House of Representatives by John 
E, Fogarty of Rhode Island. 

In an extension of remarks in 
the Congressional Record, Mr. 
Fogarty said his resolution “would 
express the sense of the House of 
Representatives that the Republic 
of Ireland should embrace the en- 
tire territory of Ireland, unless 
the clear majority of the people 
of Ireland, in a free plebisite, de- 
termine and declare to the con- 
trary.” 

Mr, Fogarty explained he had 
patterned his resolution after the 
Gallagher resolution which was in- 
troduced in the House in 1919, fol- 
lowing World War I and which 
passed Congress at that time. He 
explained that the Gallagher res- 
olution petitioned the U. S. repre- 
sentatives at the International 
Peace Conference to present to the 
gathering the right of Ireland to 
freedom, independence and _ self- 
determination. 

Despite Ireland’s desire for in- 
dependence, Mr. Fogarty related, 
Great Britain in 1920 responded by 
dividing Ireland and establishing 
the six countries of Northern Ire- 
land as a separate government 
from the 26 countries in the south. 

“The maintenance of the Gov- 
ernment of Northern Ireland,” Mr. 
Fogarty said, “has been made pos- 
sible by means of British subsidies, 
the presence of British troops, the 
employment of British customs 
oflicers on the meandering border, 
and the use of undemocratic pro- 
cesses in the conduct of local elec- 
tions. It is time that this farce 
be terminated and that the freedom 
and independence of Ireland should 
be accorded to all the territory of 
Ireland and all the people, north or 
south, throughout the island.”

Church and State” has never exist- 
ed in Czechoslovakia, Mr. Vimar re- 
ferred to the governmental sub- 
sidies for the payment of salaries 
to priests stationed in parishes un- 
able to provide a minimum liveli- 
hood and frankly declared that, 
consequently, the state claims a 
certain right of control over the 
financial affairs of the Church. 


The Czechoslovak government, 
he said, does not object to Catho- 
lics taking instructions from the 
Holy See on religious matters, but 
it will never tolerate any interfer- 
ence on the part of the Vatiéan in 
political affairs. “It is wrong to 
speak of an all-out fight against 
religion in Czechoslovakia,” he as- 
serted, “the fight is directed 
against the abuse of religion for 
political purposes.” 


It is recalled by students of the 
situation that exactly the same 
arguments have been, and are still 
being presented by the communist 
regimes in such countries as Po- 
land and Hungary, where the im- 
prisonment of Bishops and priests 
went hand in hand with asservera- 
tion of “good will” toward “pat- 
riotic” Catholics. 


The same. propaganda line also 
becomes evident in a document 
just received in this country from 
Czechoslovakia. In a circular issued 
by the Communist party of the 
District of Zlin, Moravia, insruct- 
ing local leaders to organize “pil- 
grimages” to religious’ shrines, 
they are told “to build up among 
the ranks of Catholics a firm wall 
against the Bishops and Archbish- 
ops.” 


“We want to sever all ties be- 
tween the Vatican and the Czecho- 
slovak hierarchy,” the cireular 
said. “The purpose of ‘Catholic 
Action’ is to switch the influence 
of the Church to another field, and 
not against our republic... We 
want to put things in order and 
liquidate our enemies. We want to 
give all good Catholics a chance to 
make a settlement with elements 
detrimental to us. The question is 
not to liquidate the Church and the 
Roman Catholic orders. The ques- 
tion is to adjust things. 


“Originally, we desired to reach 
a settlement with the Church. But 
the Church refused to make a deal 
with us. Today’s deal will, there- 
fore, be far more difficult and cost- 
ly. We cannot solve these things 
suddenly, it is necessary to let 
them mature and then make deci- 


sions.”

To those who were here in the 
early months of the Occupation, 
the Thompson-Whelpton campai 
this year was a surprise.

den to advocate birth control. 
When the ll-nation Far Eastern 
Commission, which frames general 
policies for the occupation of Japan, 
was holding sessions on the U.S.S. 
Mt, McKinley in Tokyo harbor dur- 
ing January, 1946, one member 
roposed artificia] birth contro] for 
apan. The proposal failed to ob- 
tain majority support. I was in- 
formed that most of the repre- 
sentatives feared that it would out- 
rage a large section of public opin- 
ion in their home countries. 

A birth control lobby has long 
existed in Japan, but there has 
also been strong sentiment against 
it. A GHQ officer told me once 
that some Japanese officials were 
anxious to obtain a pronouncement 
that would enable them to claim 
authoritative American  indorse- 
ment of birth control—enough to 
overcome es gon on the Japa- 
nese side. In an occupied coun- 
try, and with the ingrained docility 
of the Japanese, any statement 
from a GHQ office favoring birth 
control would be a powerful aid to 
the contraception lobby. 

The chief of the Natural Re- 
sources Section of the Occupation, 
M. W..Roche, has told me that a 
Catholic field-grade officer on the 
staff of the Plans and Policies Di- 
vision felt himself bound in con- 
aenes to resi F arb result of the 

ompson - pton campaign. 
This officer, who oppasantly. be- 
lieved that the division could not 


did without previous planning and 
considerable collaboration from 
other officials on the Occupation 
payroll, 


General MacArthur’s disavowal 
of the Thompson-Whelpton state- 
ments was welcomed by a consid- 
erable body of American and Jap- 
anese public opinion out here. But 
already the advocates of artificial 
birth control had profited by an 
ambiguous situation, using the 
great prestige of SCAP to gain 
their first big success. 


It is a “success” that not only 
promotes an unnatural practice 
among the married, but also fa- 
cilitates immorality among the un- 


married. And, ironically, it does || 


not solve Japan’s population prob- 
lem but will probably make a real 
solution harder to attain,

Singapore —(NC)— Singapore’s 
municipal commissioners have voted 
to legalize the dissemination of 
birth control information at pub- 
lic welfare clinics. The leading 
papers here openly favor birth con- 
trol and are printing those letters 
which hail the decision while sup- 
pressing those protesting it. 


The government decision now 
poses a special problem for Cath- 
olic nurses. They will have to ex- 
plain birth control methods or face 
possible dismissal, At least, they 
face a lessening of their chances 
of promotion. 


One letter favoring the decision 
that drew wide attention was that 
of the city’s medical department. It 
stated that the department is “not 
concerned with the moral, amoral] 
or immoral aspect of birth con- 
trol,” but only with the woman 
who, “in consultation with her hus- 
band, approaches us for. advice on 
the conclusions they have reached.” 


As far as the medical profes- 
sion is concerned, the letter states, 
birth control may be defined as “a 
voluntary control of pregnancy for 
medical or economic ‘reasons by 


methods which have been proved 


medically and scientifically sound.” 

With the legalization of birth 
control information, street vendors 
are now displaying a supply of 
contraceptives with their other 
wares. They are also hawked by 
children in the streets of this city’s 


Chinatown. Recently, instead of 
change, a vendor offered this cor- 
respondent what the vendor called 
a “hygienic and safe preventa- 


tive,”

Relations Study 
Aided By Grant 
Rockefeller Foundation 


Gives Notre Dame 
$69,000 For Project 


Notre Dame, Ind.—The Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame has received 


a grant of $69,000 from the Rocke-’ 


feller Foundation in New York 
City to aid in the development of 
a project to further the study of 
international relations at Notre 
Dame, it was announced here by 
the Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, 
C.S.C., President of Notre Dame. 


Father Cavanaugh, in making 
the announcement, pointed out that 
Notre Dame has been interested 
for many years in the study of in- 
ternational relations, as evidenced 
by its subsidization of the “Re- 
view of Politics,” which during the 
ten years of its existence has won 
a place of eminence in its field. 
The University is interested par- 
ticularly, Father Cavanaugh de- 
clared, in the influence of ethics, 
philosophies and ideologies on 
world affairs. 

According to the terms of the 
grant by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion for the Notre Dame project, 
the University will receive $27,500 
in 1949-50, $23,000 in 1950-51 and 
$18,500 in 1951-52 to help subsidize 
the project. The University will 
defray the remainder of the ex- 
penses connected with the project. 

Plans for the project call for the 
establishment of a Committee for 
the Study of Internatiena] — Rela- 
tions at Notre Dame, which will be 
designed to organize publications 
and to direct research in the field 
of international relations. By its 
work the Committee hopes to con- 
tribute to the understanding of the 
role of ethics and ideologies in 
world affairs. 

Chief concern of the Committee 
will be the interrelations of relig-

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ion, democracy and international. 
order. It will devote send 
attention to the rise of politi- 
cal religions in the twentieth cen- 
tury and their relations with tradi- 
tional religious groups. The Com- 
mittee also will study the adapta- 
tion of the various groups 
to the new conditions created by 
modern mass movements. Such 
topics as the relations of Church 
and State, the role of religion in 
education systems, the relations of 
various groups faced by the threat 
of totalitarianism in its manifold 
forms, and Catholic Action will be 
investigated. 

Members of the Committee for 
the Study of International Rela- 
tions at Notre Dame are: Dr. Wal- 
demar Gurian, Professor of Poli- 
tics and Editor of the “Review of 
Politics” at Notre Dame, a life- 
long student of Church and State 
problems. and of various social 

jlosophies; Dr. F. A. Hermens, 
rofessor of Politics, who is a 
student of proportional representa- 
tion, electoral techniques, consti- 
tutional problems and the rela- 
tions between politics and econom- 
ics; Dr. William O. Shanahan, As- 
sistant Professor of History, who 
is concerned with European mili- 
tary institutions, particularly the 
German Army, and with nineteenth 
century liberalism and conserva- 
tism; and Dr. Matthew A. Fitz- 
simons, Associate Professor of His- 
tory, who divides his interests be- 
tween British constitutional, re- 
ligious and. social thought, and 
early modern historiography. 
Two other members of the No- 
tre Dame faculty are engaged in 
work which will be of special rele- 
vanee to the project. The Rev. 
Thomas T. McAvoy, C.S.C., Head 
of the Department of History, is a 
student of the history of the Cath- 
olic minority in the United States.

The projected work calls for a 
systematic program of research 
for students and teachers in the 
general field of the Interrelations 
of Religion, Democracy and Inter- 
national Order.

“In the opinion of this column- 
ist, Mrs. Roosevelt did confuse the 
issue, and Cardinal Spellman’s arg- 
ument is morally and constitution- 
aily correct. 

“As a result of Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
interpretations, many think she is 
opposing a determined effort to se- 
cure Federal funds for the support 
of parochial schools. But public 
support of parochial schools is not 
involved in the Barden Bill at all. 

“A school is an institution for 
the education and guidance of chil- 
dren and youth. The American 
Constitution has been interpreted 
as prohibiting religious instruction 
or denominational control of pub- 
lic schools. 7 

“Thousands of Catholic parents 
wish their children to have a re- 
ligiously-guided education and 
therefore send them to parochial 
schools, which as far as secular 
education is concerned conform to 
the standards set for all schools 
by state boards of education. 

“Parochial schools — their build- 
ings and their teaching staffs—are 
supported by the church. They re- 
ceive no State or Federal funds; 
nor are they asking for any. That 
is the first thing every reader must 
get clear. It is precisely this that 
Mrs. Roosevelt confused by saying 
these and other private schools 
‘should receive no tax funds 


Another New 


Bishops Named 


Vatican City —(NC)— Several 
new ecclesiastical changes in Chi- 
na have been announced by the 


Sacred Congregation for the Propa- 
gation of the Faith here. They in- 
clude the erection of a new diocese, 
the naming of two new Bishops 
and the transfer of the Archdi- 
ocese of Mukden, Manchuria, from 
the care of foreign missionaries 
to Chinese diocesan clergy. 


The new diocese is that of Ying- 
kow, which has been detached from 
the Mukden archdiocese and en- 
trusted to the Paris Foreign Mis- 
sion society. The Mukden archdio- 
cese, formerly in the charge of the 
Paris Foreign Missioners, has been 
entrusted to the Chinese diocesan 
clergy. 


The Rev. Andre Jean Verineux, 
a Paris Foreign Missionary, has 
been named Bishop of Yingkow. 
Born at Rheims in 1897, he was 
ordained in 1922, sent to the Muk- 
den missions in 1923, named sem- 
inary rector there in 1936 and mis-

“The Federal aid involved, which 
Mr. Barden and Mrs. Roosevelt 
would prohibit to all except public 
school children, has nothing to do 
with education.

Neither 
are geometry, nor inflamed tonsils, 
nor a glass of milk. The services 
are not given to school children and 
the parents of school children. The 
schools, in which the children are 
gathered, are merely used as con- 
venient means of distributing those 
services. 

“Furthermore, they are paid for 
by all pareage- nee the; send 
their children to public, parochial 
or private school. And if these ser- 
vices, primarily concerned with 
safety and health, are refused some 
children on the grounds of the sep- 
aration of church and state, then 
in all conscience the parents of 
such children should be exempt 
from taxation to pay for them. 

“Catholic parents already help 
pay for the public schools, though 
many prefer religiously-guided ed- 
ucation. That is an act of free 
choice. But access to public schools 
is not denied to them. 

“They naturally wish their child- 
ren to receive the material bene- 
fits afforded other children via

Glastonbury, Site Of Holy Grail 
Legend, Venerated British Shrine 
Attracts Thousands Of Pilgrims 


(The author of this article is a 
well-known British Catholic writer 
and member of the editorial board 


of the London “Universe.”’) 


Glastonbury, England—({NC)— 
This town in the West of Eng- 
land, to which many Catholic 
pilgrims turn in the summer 
months, is one of the most ven- 
erated shrines in Britain. It vies 
even with Canterbury as being 
the birthplace of English Chris- 
tianity, for tradition connects it 
with Joseph of Arimathea, who 
is linked with the story of Our 
Lord’s passion. He is said to 
have landed at Glastonbury when 
it was an island surrounded by 
water and built the first church 
of wood and wattle, dedicating 
it to Our Lady. He is also re- 
puted to have brought with him, 
and concealed in the neighbor- 
hood the chalice used at the 
Last Supper, and from this grew 
up the legend of The Holy Grail 
and the stories of chivalry and 
romance connected with King 
Arthur and his Knights of the 
Round Table. 


Glastonbury is close to the 
deep sea iniet of the Bristol 
Channel. It is a lovely spot under 
the Mendip Hills, so rich and 
gracious in water-meadows and 
orchards that the earliest Britons 
called the neighborhood Avalon, 
which meant The Isle of the 
Blest. More than likely the sea 
came up to Glastonbury once 


upon a time, for not long ago 
a prehistoric settlement, built 
on piles like a lake village, was 
unearthed here, and to such a 
place Joseph of Arimathea, who 
1s said to have been a trader, 
may have well sailed his ship. 


There is-no doubt that from 
early times Glastonbury-was held 
to be holy ground, and the Chris- 
tian settlement which grew up 
about the primitive church gath- 
ered such fame that St. Patrick, 
St. Brigid: and even St. August- 
ine of Canterbury are said to 
have visited it. Great early Saxon 
kings made it a religious center 
and were buried in its hallowed 
ground. It owes its fame partly 
to the story of The Holy Grail 
and also to the Glastonbury 
Thorn, a tree said to have grown 
out of Joseph of Arimathea’s 
staff, which had the power of 
blossoming, though it was wint- 
er, every Christmas Day. 


In time the church became a 
great Benedictine monastery, 
one of the first and most impert- 
ant in Britain, ruled by such 
great abbots as St. Dunstan, lat- 
er Archbishop of Canterbury and 
one of the great English law 
makers. Until 1154 its abbot in 


fact, was arded as the first 
in England.

Curiously enough, I seemed to be

Why make the dif- 
ficult, lengthy journey then? Jos- 
ette, a chubby French pilgrim of 
14, answered my question.

These little ones,” she 
pointed to the invalids but little 
younger then herself, “They come 
to be cured, ah yes! But when one 
grows up, one sees that God would 
never have us worship a miracle. 
Even the little ones accept their 
cross with resignation because it 
is the will of God.

Maybe one 
day, if it be His will, that one will 
walk,” she nodded toward one of 
the beds. “Marie there will sit up 
for the first time in her life...

Karl Marx has spoken the last word on all subjects. 


To that struggle, I have referred many times on these 
broadcasts and in my daily newspaper column. But now I 


feel impelled to refer to a par-? 


ticular manifestation of it in this 
country, and the reason why it is 
so difficult for me is that I am 
neither a Catholic nor a Protes- 
tant. I am a Jew. And I am pro- 
jecting myself into a Christian 
eontroversy. 

But I feel that it is my contro- 
versy. I feel that it should con- 
cern every human being who loves 
God, who believes in the moral law 
revealed by God to Moses on 
Mount Sinai, and carried through 
civilization by my ancestors. Jew, 
Catholic, Protestant, Mohammedan 
—-yes, and even those Asiatic peo- 
ples who have gleaned God’s word 
through other prophets—we must 
all stand together in this era 
when not Jew, not Catholic, not 
Protestant is attacked—but God is 
being attacked. 


When Hitler selected the Jews, 
to destroy them, most of the civil- 
ized world was outraged, but 
there were some who felt that 
only Jews were involved and what 
difference did it make? In fact, 
some Christians were even pleased 
that someone had hit at Jews, 


Now It’s Catholicism 


Now it is the Roman Catholic 
Church that. is being persecuted. In 
Poland, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Catholics are being imprisoned and 
killed because they love God. The 
cases of Archbishop Stepinac and 
Beran and of Cardinal Mindszenty 
attract headlines because of their 
prominence but they are only three 
of millions of God’s children who 
are being crushed beneath the 
hooves of Stalin’s horsemen, 


And there are Protestants and 
even Jews, who dislike Catholics 
and the organization of the Roman 
Catholic Church, who are not un- 
sympathetic toward this persecu- 
tion. There are even ministers of 
the Gospel who find excuses for 
the Marxian materialists who are 
despoiling churches, closing church 
schools, obliterating monasteries, 
raping nuns and driving priests 
underground. They regard this 
merely as a political movement. 


They forget that those who hate 
God brutalize and kill those of 
God’s children who are closest at 
hand. In time, they will seek to 
eliminate God and His divine law 
from our consciousness, as the 
worship of Jupiter and Thor has 
disappeared before the mission- 
aries out of Judea.

The Barden Bill 


Now there is a bill before Con- 
gress called the Barden bill. It 
seeks to expend some $300,000,000 
a year of Federal money for edu- 
cation on a basis of discrimina- 
tion, against American children 
because of their religion and be- 
cause they obey their parents and 
go to such schools as their par- 
ents select for them.

Practically this appears in teen 
age problems, divorce, in broken 
homes, in disrespect for parents, 
in unmoral politics—in many un- 
palatable forms. Every parent sees 
the effects of this materialist func- 
tional education about him. 


Some parents therefore send 
their children to schools where 
moral and religious teaching is 
continued. They have a double ex- 
pense. They pay taxes to keep 
the public schools going. They pay 
for the private or parochial schools. 
There are Catholic, Lutheran and 
Jewish parochial schools and there 
are choir schools attached to other 
churches. 


Nobody accuses these schools of 
being un-American. You might 
make a test about that: take the 
long list of spies, conspirators, and 
traitors now in the public eye and 
see for yourself if any of them is 
a product of a parochial school. 
The education of the child is the 
same and conforms to State laws. 
The difference is that something is 
added: religion, morality, God’s 
word, 


Against The Child 


These parochial schools are self- 
supporting. Those who maintain 
them pay taxes to maintain the 
public schools as well. They pay 
income taxes to the Federal gov- 
ernment out of which the money 
for the Barden bill will come. 


Now the problem: the Barden 
bill says that any American child 
who attends such a school shall be 
excluded from benefits provided out 
of taxes. In a word, it is a dis- 
crimination against a child because 
its parents desire it to have a re- 
ligious education. It says that if 


20 children‘stand at a corner to 
catch a school bus, the 12 who go 
to public school shall be permit 
to take the bus, but the 8 who go 
to religious schools shall be ex-

|N many cities “reform” movements are started ostensibly 

to correct certain evils, such as gambling, but in reality 
for the purpose of launching a campaign to oust the present 
ruling civil officials of a different party; and complaint is 
often expressed that the Catholic clergy do not join those of 
other religious groups in that “reform” movement. We could 


Catholic clergy and officers of 
Catholic organizations have co- 
operated, but probably -with less 
interest because the “reformers” 
think only of gambling, and not of 
many worse evils prevalent in 
the same community. For instance, 
the reformers do not take notice 
of the evil literature which is 
available to youth from a score or 
even a hundred magazine racks; 
the contraceptive devices which 
are also available to pene people 
through vending machines located 
in restaurants, taverns, and many 
other places of recreation. These 
are evils which are more harmful 
to the morals of youth than any- 
i ed else against which action is 
taken. 


The patronage of gambling 
houses is wrong; the toleration of 
houses of prostitution is very 
wrong. If the reformers, besides 
dealing with these two evils, also 
aroused the citizenry to combat 
filthy literature, and even more to 
demand the removal from display 
of contraceptive devices, the Cath- 
olic clergy would certainly give a 
big blessing to it—especially if it 
had a moral rather than a political 
motive. But the “reformers” in- 
sist that only. gambling is illegal, 
when these other things are also. 
In fact in 47 out of the 48 states 
of the Union, it is illegal to pub- 
lish, to distribute, to sel] indecent 
literature, and also contraceptive 
devices. , 


One need not hold a brief for 
Bingo to declare that, while it is 
technically gambling and, there- 
fore, violates the law, it often is 
not patronized from a gambling 
motive. Some fraternal organi- 
zation or some organization within 
a parish may try to raise a little 
money through it, and those who 
patronize it think only of helping 
that cause and having a little fun 
while doing so. Where Bingo is 
promoted on a big scale, with large 
prizes, it does, of course, appeal to 
the gambling spirit of people. But 
from the viewpoint of morality, 
from the viewpoint of Almighty 
God, it certainly cannot be com- 
pared with the other .evils men- 
tioned above, which are directly de- 
structive of morals. 


Today one of the chief destroy- 
ers of the morals of youth is the 
so-called “packet book” for sale at

all France was so fortunate, but 
not all France has the Grotto,” 
say the townspeople. It came as no 


surprise to these citizens to learn | 


that 3,000 Germans had applied to 
the French government for per- 
mission to make a pilgrimage to 
the shrine. Many of the applicants 
had served in the town during the 
war. 

Though the season doesn’t open 
officially until May the Easter cere- 


‘monies for which we had come are 


an important event for the towns- 
people. They lead all processions, 
articipate in all religious services.

ef the cures take place. The paris 

priest assisted by a deacon and 
sub-deacon carries the monstrance 
which holds the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. The invalids, among whom 
were my young train companions; 
were lined up ina horseshoe forma- 
tion a few minutes before the pro- 
cession began. In wooden litters, 
high four-wheeled beds, ancient 
wheelchairs, they awaited theBless- 
ed Sacrament tense and silent. The 
silence grew as the priest approach- 
ed each individual and made the 
Sign of the Cross with the mon- 
strance over each head. All thoughts 
of a cure seemed to disappear. even 
from the youngest child’s eager 
face. I could tell from the strained 
tenseness of their bodies that this 
was the high point of their pil- 
grimage. It was if they felt Him 
pass by. 

Contrary to an idea held by a 
large percentage of people of var- 
ious faiths, Lourdes’ cures are not 
proclaimed the instant some indi- 
vidual steps from his wheelchair 
and walks. The officials of the 
Grotto are well aware of the 
power of psychology on the hu- 
man mind. The majestic pageantry 
of the Blessed Sacrarhent with its 
religious impact ffequehtly “cures” 
a helpless neurotic. For this reas- 
on they do not consider neurosis 
recoveries as miracles nor do they 
record paralytic cures unless there 
is definite proof of the severity and 
authenticity of the case before the 
cure, Doctors from all over the 
world can and do examine cures 
and case histories. As an added 
precaution the cure must be per- 
manent. The individual returns in 
five years’ time if still in good 
health, is re-examined, and only 
then is the cure proclaimed mirac- 
ulous, 

_Many who have been cured re- 
turn each summer as brancardiers 
or hospital assistants carrying 
stretchers to and from the baths, 
wheeling chairs to the Grotto, 
helping out as they were once 
helped. I talked to one of these, a 
young man from Brittany. e 
stood together in the brilliant sun- 
shine watching the brancardiers 
carry the children into the baths. 
He was eager and pleased to tell 
me about his- recovery. 

His spine had been injured dur- 
ing his childhood. Doctors assured 
his parents he would never walk. 
He came to Lourdes, was there 
eight days taking the baths and

a letter to his flock in the following terms: 


. * 


“For years past,” he wrote, “the Belgian episcopaté, the 
Faculty of Theology of the University of Louvain, all the Re- 


ligious Orders of the nation, have been addressing their re-' 


quests to the Sovereignri Pontiff to have the title of the 


Blessed Virgin, ‘Mediatrix of All* 


Graces,’* authentically recognized. 
His Holiness, Benedict XV, has 
just granted to the churches of 
Belgium and to all those of the 
Christian world that will so re- 
quest, a proper Office and Mass 
for the thirty-first day of May in 
honor of Mary Mediatrix.” 


“Just what is meant by this title 
Mediatrix of All Graces?” 

While we know that Jesus is the 
Primary Cause of all grace, wé 
know also that, under Him and 
because of Him, Mary is the 
secondary cause.

Catholics are not asking Federal 
Aid for the support of their schools. 
They are asking merely for health 
services to the child, no matter 
what school it attends, namely, 
the health services which the State 
owes to every child, and of which 
the child should not be deprived 
just because the parents send it 
to a non-public school, 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s husband, al- 
though he became President of the 
United States, never attended a 
public school. She must not recall 
what her husband wrote to the 
National Conference of Church-Re- 
lated Colleges in 1937: 

If the Catholic schools prepare 
youth for better citizenship; if our 
country will be immensely benefit- 
ted by a character formation built 
on the eternal principles of religion 
and morality, then they are ren- 
dering a public service and since 
these schools are not operated for 
benefit, they are in reality public 
schools. ° 

In addition to health services 
Catholics feel that, for the same 
reason, the school buses, carrying 
children to school, should pick up 
whatever children are walking the 
highways to their respective 
schools. 

As to the non-religious textbooks 
the State imposes them on the 
non-public schools and, therefore, 
should serve them to all children 
who must use them. 


What Catholics ask for is, there- 
fore, intended for the child, and not 
for the school. It is stretching 
logic pretty far to maintain that 
the school is helped even indirectly 
by*such services. 

The supreme Court, passing on 
the Oregon School case in 1925, 
unanimously upheld the theory 
that the child belongs to the 
parents, and that the parents may, 
therefore, send their child to any 
school which efficiently teaches 
the secular curriculum prescribed 
for all schools. That unanimous 
Court decision gave the same 
status to non-public schools as to 
the public schools. 

Many public people, like Mrs. 
Roosevelt, argue from a wrong 
premise therefore. They represent 
that the Catholic Hierarchy is 
after public aid for parochial 
schools, while they are actually 
asking only for a minimum of as- 
sistant to the child. Surely Cath= 
olies, Lutherans and Seventh Day 
Adventists, who conduct non-public 
| Schools in rather a big way, are 
not to be penalized when their 
Members exercise the right which 
the Supreme Court of the United

This would be unfair even if 
only the enrollment in public 
schools was counted for the dis- 
tribution of the entire fund; but 
tied to that injustice is another, 
which adds the total enrollment in 
Catholic schools to that of the 
public schools, in order that a big- 
ger amount of Federal Aid might 
be procurable, and then deducts 
the 3,000,000 Catholic children so 
that the public school children may 
receive more, 

In most countries of the world 
this injustice is not perpetrated on 
one segment of the population. 
Every child is regarded as a 
citizen of the State,with the par- 
ents having priority of control, and 
the State supports all schools 
which teach its prescribed curri- 
culum officially. You will admit 
that is only fair. 

When we speak about an inno- 
vation which violates tradition, we 
are not talking either historically 
or factually. From colonial days 
down to the year 1840 practically 
all schools and colleges were pri- 
vate and religious schools and col- 
leges, even including Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton, Chicago, North- 
western, and no President up un- 
til Lincoln’s time—and including 
Lincoln—ever attended a_ public 
school. 


How do you account for it that three of the first priests 


fairly. We presume you have in 
mind Judas, and Peter and 
Thomas. 


They were not priests until the 
night before Christ died. They 
had never exercised the priesthood 
before that time. You might call 
them candidates for the priest- 
hood, 


But the shock which they re- 
ceived that night made them won- 
der whether they had been disillu- 
sioned, for how could the Son of 
God, Whom they believed Him to 
be, permit a few human enemies 
to so successfully scheme against 
Him that He was lea to crucifix- 
ion? 

Candidates for the priesthood 
today, of course, entertain no 
doubt whatsoever about the divin- 
ity of Christ; and they know that 
while He was -done to death, He 
became a victor over His enemies 
and rose from the dead. 


After the original twelve—min- 
us Judas who didn’t witness the 
resurretion—had witnessed the re- 
surretion, they were so loyally de- 
voted to Christ that they raved to 
give up their lives in return for 
His. 

Thomas has a vast number of 
imitators today. among _ other 
faiths, who “want to see” before 
believing, and Peter, who was to 
succeed Christ, was touched with 
fear that he would be next in line 
for crucifixion. Ultimately he was 
crucified, and did not even deem 
himself to be worthy to be cruci- 
fied in the same manner as his 
Master, with his head raised to-

wards heaven. He asked to be eru- 
cified with his head near the earth. 


Hence Judas was the only Apos- 
tle who went wrong, unless you 
expected absolute perfection in 
Peter and Thomas even before 
they received the Holy Spirit. Af- 
ter the eleven received the Holy 
Spirit on Pentecost they were 
changed men, they lost all fear, 
and all their countrymen stood in 
admiration at their extreme cour- 
age, which made them insensitive 
to persecution and ill treatment 
ahd arrests. Their motto was ex- 
pressed in the words of Peter, “it 
is necessary to obey God rather 
than man,” no matter if those men 
be the high ecclesiastical authority 
in the Jewish Church in which they 
had been reared. Christ had taught 
respect for such authority, and 
urged the people to obey “the 
Scribes and Pharisees, who sit on 
the chair of Moses.” But that was 
before the work of redemption was 
completed and the New Testament 
inaugurated, under which He was 
to be “the Master” “the one 
Master, Christ.” 


You might have asked with 
equal propriety why some of the 
angels, closer to God than human 
beings, should have defied Him 
and rebelled against Him. Such 
weakness is characteristic of crea- 
tures endowed with free will. With 
that free will they can disobey, 
even though they be foolish when 
doing so. 

Think of the eleven among the 
twelve apostles who lived for Him 
and died for Him, and not of the 
one who betrayed Him. 


“We Thank Thee, O God .. .' 


But you certainly are unfair in 
referring to Peter and Thomas 
as having shown a little pride and 
human weakness on one occasion 
—and that before they had the 
proof you have that Christ was 
God, and before they had received 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit on 
Pentecost. 


French Nun Who Died In 
Gas Chamber Awarded 
Legion Of Honor 


A French nun who volunteered 
to take the place of the mother of 
several children in the gas chamber 
of the Ravensbruck concentration 
camp in 1945 was posthumously 
decorated recently with the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor, The nun, 
Mother Mary Elizabeth of the Eu- 
charist, Superior of the Monastery 
of Our Lady of Mercy at Lyon, had 
said to her companions in the con- 
centration camp before her death: 
“IT will show you how to die well.” 


Mother Elizabeth was deported 
to Germany during the occupation 
of France when arms belonging to 
the underground were discovered 
in her monastery. Her encourage- 
ment and example while in the 
Ravensbruck concentration camp is 
said to have kept many of the other 
prisoners from despair. The nun 
offered her own life in place of the 


mother of several children when 
the latter was included in a group 
of women ordered to be put to 
death in the prison’s gas chamber 
and then to be burned in the crema- 
tory. She died at the age of 54 
on Good Friday, 1945. 


Poles Celebrate 
‘Communist Anniversary, 


But Not Feasts 


The Polish Government gave 
workers a day off on Friday, July 
22, to celebrate the fifth anniver- 
sary of the proclamation of the 
Lublin Committee, which after the 
end of World War II became the 
Communist - dominated Warsaw 
Government. The Communist press 
asked the Polish masses to demon- 
strate their “joy and satisfaction” 
during the open-air demonstrations, 
processions, and meetings planned 
for the occasion throughout the 
country.

municipality, whether Roman Catholic or Protestant, may dissent and own elementary 
and model schools and academies or high schools, the taxation of the minority being sep- 
arated from that of the majority for the three classification of schools, except that in the 
case of the assessment of corporations the taxes are levied by the majority and divided be- 
tween the majority and the minority in proportion to the number of children of school 
age.” 

That practice has long prevailed in nearly every country of Europe. Catholics con- 
stitute a very small minority in Scotland, yet they are permitted by law to erect their own 


schools, following which the government pays to the group which erects its school a stip-- 


ulated amount of interest on the investment and then supports the schools. 


If there be opposition in this nation to the granting of even a minimum of as- 
sistance to children who attend non-public schools it is due chiefly to propaganda of or- 
ganized anti-Catholicism throughout many decades of our country’s life. 

The New Age, the official organ of the Scottish Rite Freemasonry of the Southern 
Jurisdiction, has always fought for compulsory attendance of all children at the public 
schools; the Atheistic and Freethinker organizations, the American Civil Liberties Union, 
whose national head, Roger Baldwin, was an avowed atheist, have striven to keep religion 
out of the lives of all children, and even agitated for the recall of the law in those states 
which permit the reading of the Bible in school. 

These organizations have fought the released time religious instruction, as have also 
a great many left-wing churchmen of many denominations. Some of the left-wing 
clergymen, who are responsible for the organization known as “Protestants and Other 
Americans United,” are exposed by Reuben H. Markham, who calls himself “a Protestant, 
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f hate 
ns. But the propaganda of ha the son of a Protestant preacher, whose father was a Protestant preacher.” He wants 


“Protestants to Awake,” not by fighting religious schools nor by fighting the Catholic 
Church, but by trying to weed out from leadership the clergymen who are undermining 
the foundation of Protestantism. 


Says It's Time To Wake Up 


In Look magazine (August 2, 1949) there is an article by Agnes E. Meyer, wife of 
Eugene Meyer, Chairman of the Board of the Washington Post, in which she appeals 
to “Baptists, Methodists, Lutherans, Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Disciples of Christ” 

—— to wake up. She reminds them that “The Protestant groups started the released time 
ON’T LET YOUR program fo rreligious education,” implying that it is strange that its leading churchmen 
' are presently lining up against it. She continues “it was the assistance and growth of 

Protestantism which created secularism.” 

Mrs. Meyer holds no brief for the Catholic Church. We are only. noting with 
her that Protestantism could help its own cause much better by having a positive rather 
than a negative program, by which it hopes to gain prestige for itself and not by un- 
dermining Catholicism. ) , 

They are all doing what Stalin and Tito and Gottwald have been doing in Russia, 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia; what Communist leadership has been attempting for some 
time in Poland, Hungary, Roumania, and what the Communist rulers of the Soviet Zone 
in Germany are doing. Even prejudice is very inconsistent, therefore. It may believe 
in fighting Communism in its many aspects, but not to do so when it conducts a vigorous 
campaign to take religion out of the life of the child by closing all but its public schools, 
in which the teaching of Communism is a “must.” : 

Germany has certainly been down and out, its people living in a chaotic world, yet 
its religious leaders, both Protestant and Catholic, are pulling together for the “defense 
of religious instruction in the public schools.” They believe that the accomplishment of 
this effort will be the most important factor in the rearing of a wholesome citizenry in 
the Germany of the future. In our country, however, churchmen are cooperating with 
Communists, atheists, professed infidels, for the complete elimination of religion from 
the life of the child. What will be the effect on the next generation of a policy of that

Mary McGill Retires As Woman’s Interests And Literary Editor 


Dear Friends: 


B Booted I bid you farewell. This is my last appearance in Our Sunday 
Visitor as Editor of a department, in fact of two departments, that 
of Woman’s Interests and that of Literary Editor. 


I have attained the age of 64. Indeed, on October 24, 1949, I will 
be 65. That fatal year in these strange days when it is decreed by 
our modern society that men and women ought to be retired, 


But good Bishop Noll has a magnanimous heart. So he said: 


“Mary, retire my child, for you must keep in style if you are to 
remain modern. But do not rust your pen. The Visitor will retire you 
at full editorial salary, payable each month, for the balance of -your 
life.” 

But he had more to say: “Mary, you have often regretted you did 
not have time to write bonks, that you had publishers inviting but no 
books to give, with the exception of the two pamphlets we published 
for you shortly after you came with us, and one book from our press 
from your pen a year or two later. Get busy now. Write your books. 
You will have security. Pray much, and may you do well!” 

So, I must be obedient. God willing, I am to write books instead of 
writing a page for you every week as I have done for 17 happy years 
so willingly and with full interest in the welfare of the laity. I would 
not presume to suggest that I have written for our Priests. 


Grateful To Clergy 


Unworthy as I am, the Priests have been my best friends. They 
have stood loyally by me. They have encouraged me. They have prayed 
for me. Oh, dear God, I thank you for all this! For you know full 
well, Divine Priest—Jesus Christ—how I love your Priests for You and 
in You... How I never forget they are all Yours and I but dust unfit 
to have their feet step upon my littleness—feet that ascend the Altar 
to bring You down, Oh merciful God, from highest Heaven in daily 
(unbloody) but true sacrificial immolation as on Calvary over 2,000 
years ago when You died on the Cross that Your creatures might have 
salvation. But You did not call us creatures. You called us brother 
and sisters. You loved us! Ah, Mystery Eternal. ; 


One of my parting messages, dear ones of the laity, would be 
that you love our Priests reverently. Pray for them. Trust them. And 
the day may come, only God knows, when you must defend them. Are 
you ready for that hard test? 


If I have not prepared you for any such emergency in the years in 
which I have served you, I have in this measure failed you. I think 
though more than once I have gently warned you to make firm your 
character, to implore God to give you strong Faith, unyielding Hope, 
and ardent Love. For these virtues are essential to perseverance. These 
virtues reveal the character of the individual, even though Faith is a 
divine gift, infused; Hope is a divine courage promoted and fostered 
through prayer and abandonment to Divine Providence; Love is a mark 
of divine kinship, that is to say, pure, selfless love that is the flower 
of spirituality, Yes, the root of fragrant holy flowering. 


Mothers And Fathers 


Mothers and Fathers, love your little ones; protect your growing 
children; shield them from the poisonous sting of scandal and per- 
sonal sins (insofar as you can, for you must know your child has a free 
will); and give some chaperonage—not espionage—to adult -youth, 
your children who are grown but still with you, and particularly to your 
adolescent children. Adolescent children can readily be _ spoiled, 
their whole lives ruined by absorption of the think-

hood, the good father studies the attributes of the Heavenly Father. 
And the good mother watches closely the ways of Christ’s Mother, 
striving to imitate her.

What shall I say to the Young People? You beautiful, starry eyed 
ones! 


Learn early to love in the right way. Love God above all. Love 
Jesus as your Saviour, your Best Friend. Seek Him in your joys, in 
your sorrows (for Youth suffers sharply, though some do not realize 
this!) Go to Him in your defeats, and in your victories. Ask Him to 
give you the one greatest gift, other than Faith ... Leve! For if you 
love Jesus in your childhood and think with Him, talk with Him, seek 
to please, not that you may win favors (though you should ask for His 
gifts, spiritual and temporal, and believe He will give all these to you, 
if they will be for your good), but as I have said, give Him pleasure 
not that you may win favors but that you may not wound His Most 
Sacred Heart. 


If you will follow this thought-channel in your Youth, your 
thought-channel will widen and deepen, and Jesus will delight to be 
near you all your lives and unto the very end, when He will carry you 
in His Divine Arms across the Great Divide into His Kingdom of Love.

Truman Wants 
Action In Senate 


On New DP Bill 


Washington—(NC) — President 
Truman js doing everything pos- 
sible to get a liberalized Displaced 
Persons bill out of its pigeonhole 
in the Senate Judiciary Committee 
and onto the Senate floor. 


This was reported here by Rep 
Emmanuel Celler of New York, the 
author of the bill, which passed the 
House early in June. Mr. Celler 
conferred with Mr. Truman at the 
White House. He said that the 
President was “very disturbed” 
over the Senate’s failure to act on 
the bill. 


Meanwhile in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, a Polish U.N. delegate de- 


scribed a press release of the In- 
ternational Refugee Organization 
as “filthy propaganda” because it 
told of the reunion of a Polish DP 
family in Naples after ten years 
of wandering through German and 
Russian labor camps. 


He spoke at a meeting of the 
Social Commission of the SD snaante 
and Social Council, which voted 
down a Soviet resolution asking 
the U.N, to prepare detailed lists 
of DP’s giving their names, 
whereabouts, previous history and 
country of origin. The Russians 
have made repeated efforts to get 
such information, but have so far 
been repulsed. Western nations 
fear that such information would 
be used to bring pressure against 
relatives of DP’s.
